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1* KPD heaunuarters has ordered that special attention be given 
to the establishment of action groups in enterprises in an 
attempt to penetrate the labor unions. The party committee 
ordered the provincial leaders of the KPD to assume personal 
responsibility for sections of action groups in major enter- 
prises and occasionally to address enterprise groups of minor 
enterprises wnich are to be coordinated for this purpose.. 

The party committee believes that such activities by the pro- 
vincial leaders would greatly impress the workmen.
